Judge Harper Sets June 
18 as Date for Sen- 
tencing—Four Face 

Possible 35 Years in 


Prison. 


Paul H. Hulahan, convicted 
labor racketeer, and four asso- 
ciates were found guilty last 
night by a United States Dis- 
trict Court jury of participation 
in the theft of a $50,000 inter- 
state shipment of whisky in St. 
Louis county Nov. 10, 1952. 

Convicted with Hulahan, who 
is under a 12-year prison sen- 
tence for extorting money from 


contractors were: Melvin E. von 
Behren, operator of an automo- 
bile salvage yard on Lucas-Hunt 
road, where the stolen whisky 
was stored; Wilbur Don Tripp, 
former St. Louis county tavern 
operator; Joseph Cammarata, a 
steamfitter, and John Anselmo, 
a former bartender in Hulahan’s 
Pine Lawn tavern. 

The jury of 12 men received 
the case late yesterday and re- 
turned the verdict after three 
hours’ deliberation. 

All but Anselmo were found 
guilty on the four counts of the 
indictment, conspiring, stealing, 
possessing and concealing the 
whisky. Three counts of the 
indictment against Anselmo 
were dismissed on defense mo- 
tion at the conclusion of the 
Government’s case, and he was 
convicted only of conspiring to 
steal the whisky. 

Date for Sentencing. 

Judge Roy W. Harper set 
June 18 for sentencing the five 
men, four of whom face a maxi- 
mum penalty of 35 years in 
prison and fines totaling $25,- 
000 on the four counts. Maxi- 
mum punishment for Anselmo, 
now serving five years in the 
Missouri Penitentiary for rob- 
„ would be five years and 
a $10,000 fine for conspiracy. 

ere was no show of emotion 
by the defendants or relatives 
present, when the verdict was 
read, 

Von Behren, Tripp and Cam- 
marata remained at 
bond. Hulahan and Anselmo are 
in City Jail. a 

Also to be sentenced June 18 
are Ross Longo, truck driver 
from whom the whisky was 
taken, and John Gagliano, an 
ironworker. Both pleaded guil- 
ty before the trial began. 

Longo, who pleaded guilty 
only to taking part in the con- 
spiracy to steal the liquor, was 
the Government’s chief witness. 
Gagliano, whose plea was to all 
counts, did not testify. 

Names Five. 

Longo, who worked for Gal- 
latin Truck Lines, Inc., named 
Von: Behren, Hulahan, Tripp, 
Gagliano and Cammarata as the 
men who unloaded 625 cases of 
whisky from his truck and car- 
ried it into a frame building at 
Von Behren’s establishment. 

He testified that Hulahan and 
Tripp had previously questioned 
him about shipments of whisky 
and cigarettes, and that Tripp 
drove the truck to the salvage 
yard after meeting him on Nat- 
ural Bridge road. 

The whisky was recovered 
Dec. 14, 1952, at the salvage 
yard by Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agents and several 
St. Louis county deputies, after 
another deputy sheriff had re- 
ported he searched the prem- 
ises and found no ;

Secretary Says They 


Drag Feet at Geneva i * 
—He Expects Talks Sau 


on Korea, Indochina 
to Reach Climax Soon. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles said today the Com- 
munists were dragging their feet 
on peace negotiations at Geneva 
while intensifying their war ef- 
fort in Indochina. He said this 
gives the lie to their talk of lov- 
ing peace. : 

Dulles told a press conference 
he thought developments in the 
discussions at Geneva, on both 
Korea and Indochina, might 
come to a head in the near fu- 
ture. 

For that reason, he said, he 
has arranged to spend a mini- 


mum amount of time away from 
Washington on a western speak- 
ing trip beginning tomorrow 
and may have to further curtail 
his travel program. 

Dulles told reporters the Ad- 
ministration has no present 


plans for asking Congress for 
authority to-intervene in South- 
east ‘ 

He said the reaction to the 
Eisenhower Administration’s call 
for a united front of allied na- 
tions has not reached the point 
of general acceptance that 
would make an appeal to Con- 
gress a matter of practical poli- 


The United States, he said 
emphatically, has no intention 
of dealing with this problem 
single-handedly — unless the 
Chinese Communists launch a 
new military aggression. 

Dulles also said on other mat- 
ters: 

1. Very considerable progress, 
in Dulles’s opinion, has been 
made on narrowing differences 
between Italy and Yugoslavia 
over Trieste, in the course of 
negotiations under way at Lon- 
don. 

2. The United States favors 
a special meeting of the Ameri- 
can republics’ foreign ministers 
te consider measures to deal 
with the Guatemalan situation 
in which the Red-tinged gov- 
ernment received arms from 
Communist Poland. But Dulles 
said the government is delaying 
a final decision on what it will 
do until it hears from other 
American governments. 

3. During the past six 
months there have been more 
high level defections from the 
Soviet Union than ever before 
in Soviet history. He declined 
to amplify this comment in any 
way. 

His remark on Soviet defec- 
tions was in response to a ques- 
tion as to whether the United 
States was causing Soviet au- 
thorities to do any “homework.” 

Elsewhere it was learned that 
the defections are part of a 
carefully drawn plan master- 
minded by American intelligence 
agencies. Soviet spies abroad 
particuarly are being urged 
secretly to flee to the United 
States with the promise that 
they will be granted asylum. 

This campaign, directed in 
part by Central Intelligence 
Agency Chief Allan Dulles, was 
said to have succeeded beyond 
expectations in some cases.

Garbage collections were in- 
terrupted today when some gar- 
bage haulers refused to cross a 
picket line of rubbish collectors, 
who walked out yesterday for 
the third time in six weeks in 
a pay dispute with the city. 

Striking rubbish collectors 
formed a picket line at the mu- 
nicipal garage, 3834 Forest Park 
avenue, early today. At first 
the 134 garbage haulers refused 
to cross the line. When me- 
chanics were admitted to the 
garage some drivers and load- 
ers also entered. 

Twelve of the 44 trucks were 
on the streets, making collec- 


tions, Other garbage men con- 
tinued to observe the rubbish 
collectors’ picket line and re- 
fused to work, Both groups of 
employes are members of Locals 


Employes Union. 

The strike of rubbish collect- 
ors followed the breakdown last 
week of conferences of union 
representatives with Personnel 
Director R. Elliott Scearce. Pur- 
pose of the conferences, ar- 
ranged following the two previ-. 
ous walkouts of city employes, 
was to adjust wage rates and 
hours. 

The rubbish collectors voted 
to strike at a meeting on Sun- 
day at Machinists Hall. Garbage 
collectors and street cleaners 
also met on Sunday, but failed 
to vote a strike. In the two 
previous walkouts, the three 
groups participated. 

Picketing continued at the two 
refuse collection garages, 100 
East Grand avenue and 4190 
South First street. Each garage 
houses 25 rubbish trucks. 

The union has been asking a 
$35 a month increase for its 
members, plus changes in work- 
ing rules. The demand followed 
enactment of the recent city job 
classification bill, which provided 
increases in some jobs and wage 
reductions in a few others. 

Other changes sought by the 
union were a 40-hour week 
within five days; elimination of 
reductions in some _ salaries 
brought about by the recent pay 
bill, and placing of some hourly 
employes on a monthly basis. 

Adoption of the five-day week 
is a matter for the department 
head as is the placing of em- 
ployes on a monthly basis in-

tinued farm price supports at 
the present rigid 90 per cent of 
parity through 1955. 

The 90 per cent level would 
apply to basic farm crops. 

In a rebuff to Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra T. Benson, who 
has campaigned for the flexible 
supports, the committee voted 
21-8 to write the one-year ex- 
tension into the omnibus farm 
bill it will present to the House. 
Parity is a price declared by 
law to be fair in relation to the 
prices farmers must pay for 
products they buy. 

Under existing law, the flex- 
ible system of price supports, 
ranging from 75 to 90 per cent 
of parity, goes into effect at 
the end of the 1954 crop year. 
For an extension of the present 
90 per cent of parity system, 
new legislation is required. 

Benson has said he would rec- 
ommend a presidential veto of 
the high fixed price level. 

The basic crops are wheat, 
corn, cotton, peanuts, rice and 
tobacco. 

The committee's final vote 
came after several earlier tests 
on other price support proposals. 
First, the committee voted 15- 
14 to accept a proposal by Rep- 
resentative Cooley Dem.), North 
Carolina, for a three-year exten- 
sion of the 90 per cent high sup- 
port program. 

Then it submitted for this an 
amendment by Representative 
Belcher (Rep.), Oklahoma, which 
called for 90 per cent supports 
next year and then a gradual re- 
duction by not more than 5 per 
cent a year until it got down to 
75 per cent of parity in 1958.

UNVEILED BY NAVY, 
CAN CARRY. A-BOMB

both | (UP)—The Navy unveiled yes- 


terday the smallest and lightest 
jet combat plane ever built. The 
craft can carry an atomic bomb. 

The Douglas plane, the A-4D 
Skyhawk, is less than half the 
size of most current operational 
jet fighters. It is so small that 
it was designed without the fold- 
ing wings used on other Navy 
carrier-based planes. 

The. single place, low-wing 
monoplane is of aluminum alloy 
construction and is powered by 
a single Wright J-65 Sapphire 
turbojet engine. Although speed 
and performance ability of the 
plane were kept secret, a Doug- 


las aircraft statement said that 
it would fly faster over greater 
distances with a more powerful 
striking Joad than any plane 
of its type and has a combat 


radius greater than present pro- 


peller-driven attack airplanes. 

The Skyhawk, despite its mid- 
get size is capable of carrying 
atom bombs, rockets,. machine 
guns, missiles and other 
weapons.

FIGHT IN COURT 
PLANNED ON SPOT 
ZONING PRACTICE 


Civic Needs Council to 
Seek Test of New Law 
— Mayor Tucker’s 
Vetoes Praised. 


A court fight against spot 
toning— the aldermanic practice 
of reclassifying single pieces of 
property to permit operation of 
a filling station, rooming, house 
or other commercial enterprise 


borhood — is planned by 
General Council on Civic Needs. 

This was announced last 
night at a meeting of the coun- 
cil, made up of 117 neighbor- 
hood improvement and other 
civic organizations.

It even ruled that 
the owner of a tract used for 
commercial purposes under such 
an ordinance was liable for dam- 
ages because of the reduced 
value ef neighboring properties. 

Not Tested in Courts. 

But the new zoning law en- 
acted in 1950 has not been 
tested in the courts, Lawrence 
pointed out. He said the coun- 
cil plans to select a neighbor- 
hood where property values have 
been impaired by spot zoning 
clas institute a suit to bar the re- 

ssification authorized by the 
— of Aldermen. 

The council's zoning commit- 
tee praised Mayor Raymond R. 
| Tucker for vetoing spot zoning 
ordinances, but pointed out that 
the aldermen repeatedly have 
overriden the vetoes. The Mayor 
has denounced spot. zoning as 
“blight by city ordinance.” 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt, president 
of the Board of Education, told 
the council the St. Louis build- 
ing code is antiquated and should 
be modernized to permit use 
of new construction niaterials 
and g@echniques. He said present 
restrictions on building materials 
virtually prohibit erection of 
single-story permanent school 
buildings. 

Aid Schools Economically. 

Elimination of such _ restric- 
tions would pave the way for 
economies in the public schools, 
he continued.

Professors on Channel Nine TV Test Show 
Say Security Program Harms U.S., 
Doesn’t Hinder Russia. 


Open publication of every 
clas 13 document on atomic 
energy in America’s possession 
would have “a rather small ef- 
fect” on the atomic arms race 
with Russia, J. W. Kennedy, 
chairman of the department of 
chemistry at Washington Uni- 
versity and a former consultant 
to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, said last night. 

Speaking on a closed-circuit 
telecast of a Channel Nine dis- 
cussion program, Kennedy re- 
marked that “you could put it 
all in a suitcase and ship it to 
Russia” 8 materially alter - 


ing matters. 

Adding that he was far from 
proposing such a shipment, Ken- 
nedy said that American scien- 
tists would similarly find little 
of direct value if they knew 
Russian atomic “secrets.” Basic 
theoretical knowledge is com- 
mon scientific property, he ex- 
plained, 


Says Security Seldom Helps. 

A. H. Weber, chairman of the 
physics department at St. Louis 
University and a consultant at 
the Argonne National Labora- 
tory in Chicago, said the invoca- 
tion of secrecy to maintain se- 
curity in the area of basic theory 
“very seldom does any good.” 

“It seems to me that security 
has become a set of rules,” he 
went on, saying that in the hear- 
ing of charges against Scientist 
J. Robert Oppenheimer, the 
question of loyalty was appar- 
ently divorced from the issue of 
security. 

No one questioned Oppen- 
heimer's loyalty—‘but his se- 
curity has been questioned,” 
Weber remarked. 

C. Rogers McCullough, assist- 
ant development director of 
Monsanto Chemical Co.'s re- 
search and engineering division,

He said the “real security of 
the country is affected by the 
failure to come out with a clear- 
cut statement on the Oppen- | 
heimer case.’ 

Scientific knowledge must be 
freely interchanged, Feenberg 
said, because “the men who are 
going to make the weapons of 
the future are now engaged in 
basic studies,” and the lines of | 
scientific communication must | 
be open to them. 

Kennedy remarked that he 
thought “the public is a little 
fed up with science and its 
problems.” he said there is a 
growing public distrust of sci- 
entific work, created by the fact 
that the ordinary citizen cannot 
see any beneficial uses of atom- 
le energy.

on charity or relatives. 

Larson was the opening wit- 
ness as the House Ways and 
Means committee started hear- 
ings on President Eisenhower's 
proposals to bring another 6,000,- 
000 workers under the unem- 
ployment compensation system. 
The group proposed for inclu- 
sion includes federal workers 
and employes of smaller em- 
ployers. At present employers 
of less than eight workers are 
exempt from coverage. The pro- 
posal is to include all employ-

“The extensions proposed by 
this bill must come sooner or 
later,” Larson said.

concentrated on Russia's great- 
est weakness. That weakness, 
he said, is a lack of non-strategic 
imports from the non-Commu- 
nist world. 


United Civilian Staff.’ 


“The success of the western 
coalition has been considerable,” 
Franco said, “but it could be 
greater with better organization. 
The West has a staff united for 
effective work on the military 
side. It is not equally well or- 
ganized for political action. 

“The coalition needs a united 
civilian staff, co-ordinated with 
the military but empowered to 
deal directly with all political 
and economic matters of mutual 
concern, Unity of action on po- 
litical problems is as necessary 
in cold war as is unity on mill- 
tary problems in a hot war,” 
Franco said. 

„Russia's military strength is 
very real, but it is not suffi- 
ciently dominant to cause Mos- 
cow to put it to the test now. 
As a result, the economic prob- 
lems of the cold war today are 
of at least equal importance 
with the military problems. If 
the anti-Communist nations of 
the ‘West will unite with those 
of the Far East on a joint eco- 
nomic program, they can win 
the cold war on all fronts.” 

Russian Austerity. 


During the interview, Franco 
developed in considerable detail 
his arguments for an air tight 
embargo against exports to Com- 
munist areas. He pointed out 
the length and bitterness of the 
austerity program under which 
the Russian people have existed 
since 1917. 

He poihted out that follew- 
ing World War II and the ag 
gressions in eastern Europe, the 
people of Russia proper bene- 
fitted slightly and temporarily 
through drainage of the satel- 
lite states’ resources. But the 
satellite peoples, having been 
bled white, now are difficult to 
control. 

It is through imports that 
Russia hopes for a solution of 
this problem of restlessness and 
discontent, he said in the copy- 
righted interview.

Penairman of the New York 

Athletic Commission, was 
faced with a puzzling problem 
when the alleged attempt to 
bribe Bobby Jones to lay 
down to Joe Giardello Friday 
night, came out. 


That was whether the fight 
should be allowed to go on 
or should be canceled. He de- 
cided to permit the match to 
take place. 

It would seem that it would 
have been better to cancel the 
fight—not postpone it—cancet 
it. For no matter which way 
things go now there will be 
some suspicion attached. 

Giardello was, and is, the 
betting favorite at about 2 to 
1, according to reports from 
New York. But Jones has 
proved in recent fights, two 
victories over Gil Turner, that 
he is far from hopeless against 
Giardello who looked rather 
bad in losing to Pierre Lang- 
lois in his last out. 


Now the only way Jones can 
prove himself, perhaps, is by 
defeating Giardello and even 
if he does there may be some 
who say that the fix was 
switched around to Giardello. 


At the same time, cancella- 
tion of the match might mean 
that in future when such 
things occur — as seemingly 
they will from time to time— 
boxers won't report them 
through fear of losing out on 
A pay day. 

What the fixers had in mind 
is the real puzzler. To give 
Jones 115,000, would mean 
that the fixers would have to 
bet something like $60,000 
against $30,000, in order to 
make a profit of $15,000 for 
themselves. 

And for an ordinary match, 
it is doubtful that any such 
sum could be wagered. 


Nobody has ever yet ac- 
cused bookmakers of being 
dummies and any time they 
saw anything like serious 
money showing for Jones 
against Giardello, they would 
immediately become suspi- 
cious. And if the attempt was 
made to spread the bets 
around the country in small 
amounts, suspicion would still 
be aroused with the excellent 
chance that those inclined to 
take such wagers would sim- 
ply quit doing so. 

It’s a bad business and par- 
ticularly bad with the involve- 
ment of a boxer of the class 
of Clarence Henry who, no 


doubt, was fronting for some- 


body else because it is ex- 
tremely doubtful that Henry 
has the money to put up $15,- 
000 for a tank job. 


It has even been suggested 
from some quarters that the 
whole thing smacks of a pub- 
licity stunt but this seems out 
of the realm of all logic. 

Henry has been held in 
$50,000 bail and faces ar- 
raignment in a New York 
court. It is not possible that 
anybody would put himself in 
that, position to aid the pub- 
licity of a fight, even if such 
a thing were feasible. 

No, the whole thing appears 
to be a very ridiculous move 
by some very stupid people.

Party Secretary

ordinate Speed.

nance of Premier Malenkov, is 
emerging inside the Soviet 
Union in the person of Nikita 
S. Khrushchev. 

Signs are that he Is propelling 
himself to the top of the Krem- 
lin dictatorship with inordinate 
speed. There can be no doubt 
that he is pressing Malenkov for 
authority and prestige. He is 
operating from the same posi- 
tion, that of secretary of the 
Communist party, which Stalin 
used as his escalator to suprem- 
acy. 

At the moment there is no 
open breach between Khrushchev 


ry and Malenkov, no visible com- 


petition. But there was no visi- 
ble breach a year ago between 
Malenkov and Beria before 
Beria became invisible for good. 


Khrushchev is not a new So- 
viet figure. He has come up 
through the party ranks and has 
become second only to Malen- 
kov. The questions which now 
arise are: How second is he? 
Is he drawing powers to himself 
which Malenkov previously pos- 
sessed and would normally exer- 
cise? How long can this go on 
without another purge? And 
who is * likely to be purged? 
Here is the accumulated evi- 
dence which bears on these 
questions: 


Attacks on Agriculture. 


The Secretary of the Commu- 
nist party is not supposed to 
have either responsibility or au- 
thority over the actions of the 
Soviet government. Stalin seized 
this authority as the means of 
purging his way to the top of 
both the party and the govern- 
ment. Khrushchev has appar- 
ently begun the same process. 
Last fall he started out to make 
a series of speeches citing the 
shortcomings of Soviet agricul- 
ture. They got sharper and 
sharper and soon he was citing 
the shortcomings of the Soviet 
minister of agficulture. This 
direct attack on Minister Ivan 
Benediktov reached its peak in 
February of this year and in 
effect Kfirushchev was operfly 
criticizing and challenging Pre- 
mier Malenkov, since Benedik- 
tov was a Malenkov appointee, 
a member of the Council of Min- 
isters and accountable only to 
Malenkov. 

A month later the Red Army 
newspaper, Trud, after making 
an incidental reference to the 
anniversary of Stalin’s death 
and his role in the war, said:

Besides lavish praise the So- 
viet press printed eulogistic 
birthday greetings to him from 
nine Communist parties outside 
the Soviet Union, the first time

In recent months Krushchev 
has started to build up an ap- 
paratus of persorally loyal ap- 
pointees to key party jobs 
throughout the Soviet Union. 
He has, named new secretaries 
to the Communist parties in the 
Ukraine, in Kazakhistan, in Mol- 
davia and in Georgia. He has 
placed others in cabinet and 
military posts. There is no rea- 
son to believe the process has 
ended, 


Khrushchev is a page-one pic- 
ture whenever he appears at any 
big Soviet gathering and is us- 
ually to be seen out-waving 
Malenkov when the two are 
together in public. 


These developments — and 
there is additional evidence to 
the same effect—justify one or 
more of the following conclu- 
sions: 

That Premier Malenkov is 
acquiescing in his own demo- 
tion either because he can’t 
prevent it or because he be- 
lieves in “committee dictator- 
ship” rather than single dicta- 
torship. 


That Khrushchev is building 


his power exactly the way 
Stalin did for exactly the same 
purpose—to merge the Com- 
munist party and the Soviet 
government into his own 
hands. 

That inner-Kremlin rivalries 
are again rampant, that the 
bloody post-Stalin struggle for 
rulership has not yet run its 
course and that more heads 
will roll, like Beria’s, before 
— struggle again exhausts it- 
self, 

Khrushchev will certainly bear 
watching—if he doesn't disap- 
pear.

Penny-Pinching on Ideas 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

After reading Walter Lippmann's 
column, “Big Threat to the Exchange 
Program,” one cannot help asking, 
“When, if ever, could so little do so 
much?” 

Mr. Lippmann was referring to 
H.R. 8067, which is now in the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee, of 
which Senator Styles Bridges is 
chairman. 

The section of the bill that has 
aroused Mr. Lippmann’s concern is 
headed “International Educational 
Exchange Activities.” It provides “for 
necessary expenses — to enable the 
Department of State to carry out in- 
ternational exchange activities — 
$9,000,000, of which not less than 
$7,560,166 shall be used to purchase 
foreign currencies or credits owed 
to or owned by the Treasury of the 
United States.“ 

The House has slashed $6,000,000 
from a fund that was already pitifully 
small. The fund is further restrict- 
ed by the stipulation that the lion’s 
share of the appropriation, $7,560,- 
166, can be used only for the benefit 
of nationals of countries which owe 
our treasury credits, or where there 
are currencies owned by our treas- 


ury. 

This is niggardly discrimination. 

Such penny-pinching is worse than 
shortsighted. It is tragic. 

If there is ever to be international 
understanding and peace in the 
world, nothing will do more to bring 
them about than an exchange of 
ideas between the people of the 
world. Such an exchange will do 
more to preserve peace once attained 
than anything. 

Every exchange student or teach- 
er is a potential bearer of a good 
idea to his or her country. And in 
the end, ideas are more potent than 
weapons, no matter how terrible.

On the public housing issue they 
ought to carry states’ rights one step 
farther. They should resolve to re- 
spect first, the wishes of the cities 
which in the final analysis have the 
power to decide whether they want 
public housing on any terms, and, 
second the wishes of those low- 
income families in urban slums who 
would occupy public housing.“ 

You further state that the law 
doesn't compel any city to partici- 
pate in or compel any low-income 
family to occupy public housing. 

You seem to have a rather naive 
interpretation of states’ rights.

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„Readers of Mondays Post-Dispatch. were 
served fare of ominous news about the danger 
of United States involvement in the Indochinese 
war. Here are the high spots in summary form: 


1. On excellent authority, Marquis W. 
Childs, Post-Dispatch Washington correspond- 
ent, reported the French as saying that 
American policy makers have promised the 
United States will intervene with sea and 
air power if the Communist forces press on 
at Hanoi for a full measure of victory. The 
prospect is that this showdown will come 
quickly—within the next two weeks. 


2. Prime Minister Nehru warned in India 
that it will not take long for the world to 
learn whether it is headed for peace or war. 
He said: “Issues of vital importance to the 
future of the world are being debated at 
Geneva. Probably the present crisis is a 
more dangerous one than any we have had 
before. The next two or three weeks or even 
less may indicate whether we will go toward 
some peaceful settlement or toward the 
great disaster that all have feared.” 


3. The Washington Post, in an article by 
its diplomatic correspondent, Chalmers Rob- 
erts, said that President Eisenhower was 
prepared to go before Congress last April 
26 and ask for authority to enter the Indo- 
chinese war with an air strike at Dien Bien 
Phu. The President was dissuaded, so The 
Washington Post reports, because the Brit- 
ish would not agree. 

* . * 

Without casting any reflection on Mr. Childs’s 
reporting, can it actually be that United States 
leaders have made a promise to go to the relief 
of the French in Indochina if Hanoi begins to 
turn into another Dien Bien Phu? Can it be 
that without any consultation with the American 
people, the President, some two months ago, 
actually was preparing himself to ask for au- 
thority to enter a jungle conflict that started as 
a civil war against French colonial misrule? 

Assuming that these questions are to be an- 
swered in the affirmative, as Mr. Childs and Mr. 
Roberts have already answered them with their 
news reports, then the American people do not 
know nearly enough about what is going on in 
Washington with respect to the issue of peace 
or war. 

If the White House has made a pledge to the 
French that this country will intervene in Indo- 
china, surely the people who would be called on 
to bear the arms and to gear themselves to a 
war economy should be told about it. 

If President Eisenhower was so strongly per- 
suaded last April this country should enter the 
Indochinese fighting that only British non-co- 
operation kept us out, that should be known. 

* * « 

Mr. Eisenhower has said that he would never 
take the nation to war without explicit approval 
from Congress. We believe that he means what 
he says. Just the same these forebodings keep 
coming up. The wrong situation might quickly 
develop and out of it could come hostilities, 
World War III and hydrogen bomb warfare. 

What would that gain us? As no less an Eisen- 
hower Administration spokesman than Defense 
Secretary Wilson said Monday at the University 
of South Carolina, “a third world war is not 
the answer” to the problem of stopping Commu- 
nism. An all-out war involving.the United States 
and China over Indochina might even advance 
the cause of Communism. Certainly it would set 
the peoples of Asia against those whom many 
Asians regard as white exploiters. 

The Indochinese war is a war to stay out of 
Our mission is to join in protecting our allies ia 
Europe and by doing so to protect ourselves as 
essential to the maintenance of a free world. 

As Commander-in-Chief, Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er occupies a position of leadership for all the 
people. He owes it to both his office and the 
nation to take us all into his confidence. He 
must remember that candid discussion of issues 
was one of his chief promises in 1952. 
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Senator Hennings Wins a Point 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has asked 
Attorney General Brownell for a report on the 
injustice which the Justice Department did to 
Val R. Lorwin, former State Department em- 
ploye. For this inquiry Missouri’s senior Sena- 
tor, Thomas C. Hennings Jr., deserves full credit. 

Last year the Justice Department won an in- 
dictment of Mr. Lorwin for allegedly lying to a 
loyalty board which cleared him. But a week 
and a half ago the department dropped the case, 
and admitted that its prosecutor had misled the 
grand jury. Senator Hennings demanded an in- 
vestigation of this “miscarriage of justice.” 

The Lorwin case needs an airing. Lorwin's 
reputation and personal savings were both in- 
jured in what appears to have been not only an 
improper but a needless prosecution. The facts 
should be known in fairness to him, and if they 
are disclosed it will be largely through Senator 
Hennings's sensitivity to injustice. 
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The Times Affect Annapolis 

It is not altogether improbable that an enemy 
might seek to infiltrate the Navy by the long 
process of having a spy go through all the ranks 
from midshipman to admiral. But it does seem 
rather improbable that the Naval Academy au- 
thorities should not become suspicious about 
such a boy until the eve of his graduation.

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Dramatic and Diversionary 

The clash between Senator McCarthy and 
Senator Symington Monday was one of the high 
points of the Army-McCarthy investigation in 
terms of dramatic values. But it was a diversion 
from the main issues of the inquiry, and it 
should not be permitted to obscure those issues. 

Gripping and dramatic the exchange certainly 
was—so much so that it is a wonder the audi- 
ence could respect Senator Mundt's pear-shaped 
admonition “to refrain from audible manifesta- 
tions of approval or disapproval.” The famed 
McCarthy glower and the slightly rough-hewn 
urbanity of Senator Symington—tinged with a 
faint but unmistakable flavor of campaign ora- 
tory—had all the ingredients of high drama. 

But the fact remains that Senator McCarthy, 
with his demand to subpena Clark Clifford and 
to put Senator Symington on the witness stand, 
is only pursuitig one more of an endless series 
of diversions which he, an unchallenged master 
of changing the subject, has interjected inte 
the hearings at every opportunity. The immedi- 
ate purpose, we suspect, was to postpone just a 
little longer his own appearance on the stand, 
and the long-range purpose to kick up as much 
irrelevant dust as possible. 

Senator McCarthy making a major issue out 
of putting Senator Symington on the stand was, 
in the classic tradition of McCarthyism, an 
ironic joke. Senator McCarthy, as Senator Sym- 
ington properly -pointed out, has no peer as a 
dodger of the witness stand himself. 

He refused to testify before, or even send a 
statement to, the Hennings subcommittee which 
investigated charges of financial irregularities 
against him. He refused to go before that sub- 
committee to substantiate the charges he had 
made against Senator William Benton. He 
dropped his $2,000,000 lawsuit against Benton 
rather than prove his charges under oath. He 
failed to sue for libel a Nevada newspaper which 
published against him the most serious charges 
of moral dereliction. And, most recently, he has 
steadfastly refused to repeat off the Senate 
floor his charges against Assistant Secretary 
of Defense H. Struve Hensel. ö 

So it is almost funny that Senator McCarthy 
should choose this particular point to exploit 
in his quarrel with Senator Symington. Judging 
by what has been published about the latter’s 
relations with Secretary Stevens, there is no 
reason at all why the Missourian should not 
testify under oath. He has done nothing to be 
ashamed of and nothing about which he should 
fear cross-examination. But he is wise to refuse 
to be diverted. — 

The issue is not Senator Symington. It is Sen- 
ator McCarthy. Let the subcommittee: put Sena- 
tor McCarthy on the stand first—and then if 
anybody still wants to hear Senator Symington 
under oath, let him testify. We suspect that if 
and when Senator McCarthy ever does get on 
the stand, his interest in this and every other 
diversionary adventure will rapidly evaporate.

em. 

You know the way of truth. It is so clear- 
ly stated in the Good Book that a child can 
understand it. The trouble with mj gener- 
ation and those that have preceded it is 
that we profess to believe it while too often 
we falter and stumble in its application. 
Your generation can be better than mine by 
remembering always that the search for 
truth must be endless. 

The Chief Justice can apply his words in his 
decisions on the Supreme Court. He can give 
his thought application in the way he interprets 
the Constitution and in how he guards the rights 
of citizens. The President's opportunities to 
live by the things you believe” are many times 
more numerous than the Chief Justice's.

Georgians have lost a new effort to breach 
the county-unit system of voting.

It is probably about as com- 
prehensive a research job as we are 
likely to get. 


The group got a grant from the Car- 
negle Corporation and undertook a na- 
tion-wide testing study, using standard 
probability sampling techniques, to find 
out. what made 
some people vote 
for Adlai Steven- 
son and more peo- 
ple vote for Dwight 
Eisenhower. The 
University of Mich- 
igan Survey Re- 
search Center did 
the job. 

How do you 
make a test like 
this? Well, you get 
a relatively small 
number of people 
—in this case 2000 


picked with all Dwight O. Eisenhower 


kinds of care to 

represent a-cross section of the nation. 
The theory is that if you get 2000 grains 
of sand from all over a beach you have 
a pretty good guess as to what the rest 
of the sand in the beach is like. 

The unusual thing about this survey 
is its care. Investigators’ spent over an 
hour with each of the 2000 and appar- 
ently they had a real old heart-to-heart 
talk with them. After the subjects were 
sufficiently mellowed and in 
the test questions were popped to them. 

It is just the kind of information that 
a practical political reporter wants to 
know, and that may help him check his 
concepts and judgments at another elec- 


. tion. The thing that stands out is that 


the election was all over before it start- 
ed. It can hardly be put more simply. 


A summary of the report in the cur- 
rent issue of Scientific American ex- 
plains that “a majority of the voters 
had made up their minds on what can- 
didate they would support before the 
campaign began.” 

Pause and take a deep breath after 
that, Of what good was the campaign? 
Well, in 1952 about all it seems to have 
done was to keep those for Mr. Eisen- 
hower on his side and those for. Mr. 
Stevenson on his side. All the argu- 


ments, whistle-stop campaigning, the 
pledge to visit Korea, the Nixon inci- 
dent, and the rest did not—if this re- 
port is correct—change the result very 
much. 

By the time the conventions were 
over 65 per cent of those tested had de- 
cided how they would vote. That was 
even before the oratorical salvos began. 


The election, accarding to this sur- 
vey, wasn't decided so much on issues 
or even economic interests (though this 
statement requires qualifications) but 
on personalities. -A lot of people like 
Adlai but a whole lot more people liked 
Ike. That was the crucial fact. For ex- 
ample, a lot of Democrats who still con- 
sidered themselves Democrats, and who 
felt sympathetic to what they consid- 
ered to be the democratic approach to 
issues, nevertheless strongly favored 
Mr. Eisenhower. 


In the 1948 Truman-Dewey battle only 
19 per cent of those with trade union 
membership, according to the test, were 
on the Republican side; in 1952 the per- 
centage of voters drawn from trade un- 
ions who voted for Ike jumped to 63. 


Here is what seems to be the key 
statistic: of the total votes for the two 
candidates 56 per cent of Ike's came 
from party regulars and 74 per cent of 
Adlai's; 24 per cent for Ike came from 
switching voters as against only 3 per 
cent for Adlai; and finally 18 per cent 
of Ike’s total vote came from new voters 
and 21 per cent of Adlai's. 

The lively battle brought the largest 
turnout of voters in history. 

They didn’t vote for the Republicans 
they voted for Eisenhower. A sum- 
mary explains: “Of the new voters who 
supported Eisenhower only a minority 
identified themselves with the Repub- 
lican party.” And again and again it 
is stressed that the uniting Republican 
factor was the strong leaning to Ike as 
a person.” 

This is about what Washington re- 
porters have said. But now they are 
supported by careful and detached evi- 
dence. Corroborating both judgments 
is the failure of Republican congres- 
sional candidates to run as well as the 
head of the ticket.

Hard Life in the Big Hills 
SATAN’S ROCK, by Cari D. Burton. (Appleton 

Century-Crofts, 262 pet., $3.) 

A great rock shadowed the valley 
where the Ruk family lived in the 
Kentucky mountains. They called it 
Satan’s Rock because it frowned, and 
was forbidding, filled with mystery and 


' fraught with evil. Nature was lovely 


there in the valley in spite of the rock, 
but life was hard for the Ruks because 
their slope-land was thin and rocky 
and Big Ruk was shiftless, coveting the 
richer soil of his neighbors instead of 
cultivating his own. 

Carl Burton has pleasant memories 
of the Kentucky mountains because he 
spent his boyhdod among them. Now as 
a man he has told about his memories, 
calling himself Griff Ruk, placing him- 
self for the telling back in his youth 
but giving himself the benefits of ma- 
turity in point of view, degree of under- 
standing and felicity of expression but 
holding true to the mood of the moun- 
tains that possessed 
him before he had 
words for it. Now, 
though, he has the 
words, as witness:

Bargaining Greased Way. 


Also, the Southern defection 
might be enough to defeat pub- 
lic housing and put the blame 
on. the Democrats. Senator 
Knowland (Calif.), the Republi- 
can leader, also had something 
to lose, which was the Eisen- 
hower public housing program.

New Dealer, Enemy of Gob- 
bledygook, Suecumbs at 
58 to Heart Ailment. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June 8

ocrat, died yesterday. 
58. years old.

Maverick, whose friends said 
he never side-stepped a fight 
from the time he first went to 
Congress until he died, had a 
tongue as sharp as the cactus in 
the country he loved. 


Coined Gobbledygook. 


He coined the word gobbledy- 
gook in a letter to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in which 
he blasted the involved phrase- 
ology of New Deal directives. 
Later he wrote magazine articles 
about it and, some say, F.D.R. 
issued an order for simpler Gov- 
ernment language. 


Maverick was a descendant of 
trail blazers into the old West 
and in his 58 years had packed 
experience as lawyer, hobo, busi- 
ness executive, Congressman, 
political reformer, author, tax 
collector, mayor and leader of 
his faction of the Democratic 
party in Texas. 

He Ist a bitter fight for rec- 
ognition at the 1952 Democratic 
convention in Chicago when the 
delegation headed by Gov. Allan 
Shivers was seated. Maverick 
headed a “loyalist” faction sworn 
to support the Democratic nomi- 
nee. 

Posed as Hobo. 

He said his career as a hobo 
may have formed the basis for 
organized relief which this coun- 
try haf during depression days. 
He roamed the hobo jungles in 
tattered clothes “to get to the 
root of unemployment” and took 
his finds and gave them to the 
National Government. 

He suggested establishment of 
camps for migrants, homes for 
juvenile delinquents and a 
broad-based relief plan. 

Maverick was twice mayor of 
San Antonio and served in Con- 
gress from 1934-39.

Stassen told the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee that 
foreign aid “is the route that 
will lead toward the best pros- 
pects of peace and prosperity 
for ourselves and others.” 
The Administration has asked 
for $3,447,000,000 tin military 
and economic aid in the coming 
fiscal year. Of this total, nearly 
one billion dollars is for military 
aid to Southeast Asia. 

Stassen, in his prepared 
statement, did not touch direct- 
ly on the Indochina crisis. 

He admitted there have been 
“mistakes” in the foreign aid 
program and that at times it 
has “fallen. short” of its goals. 
But on the whole, he said, “it 
is a record of a successful Unit- 
ed States endeavor” which has 
“contributed directly to the pros- 
pects of peace, the assurances 
of security, and the economic 
well being of the people of the 
Ufiited States and of the other 
free nations of the world.” 
Stassen noted that the request 
is $1,300,000,009 less than ap- 
proved by Congress last year. 
But barring “major and unex- 
pected and adverse events,” 
United States foreign aid objec- 
tives can be realized under the 
reduced amount because of the 
“accumulated success of the 
program,” he said.

Does God Change His Mind?

—5 OES God change His mind? Can the race of men cause 
* Him to change? 
awe Those two simple questions touch upon the most 
fundamental problems in theology. And yet they are ques- 
"IS i ty tions that little children 
: ask, and that nations have 
asked. Sooner or later each 
of us comes face to face 
with them and gives an 
answer. . 
There is a story, writ- 
ten some 2700 years ago, 
about a nation which did 
cause God to change His 
mind. It happened to be a 
heathen nation, very pow- 
erful, rich, and wicked. 
God told one of his proph- 
ets to go to the capital city 
and foretell its destruction. 
The prophet didn't like 
the assigriment. He took 
ship for the farthest port 
known to sailors, clear at 
the other end of the Medi- 
terranean, where he 
thought he would be out 
„ of reach and hearing. But 
he couldn't get away from the Lord. After many troubles, 
he found himself back on dry land, still under orders to go 
and prophesy against the great city. 
Ps: 

THIS TIME he went. And he warmed up to his work, 
painting such a terrifying picture of impending doom that 
the people repented and did penance for their sins. Every- 
body, from the king to the beasts of the field, was covered 
with sackcloth. So God spared the city. 

The prophet was furious. He felt that he had lost face. 
What kind of a reputation as a forecaster would he have 
after this fiasco? lie accused God of being merciful and 
kind, and said that he wanted to die. He went out of the 
city and sat down to see if something might yet happen. 
He pouted and sulked. God explained very gently that it 
was right to spare the city with its helpless people, and 
also much cattle.” That is the end of the story. 

The theme of the story is the concern of the Creator 
for His creation. I suppose that Jonah was the first mis- 
sfonary. The book of Jonah in the Old Testament is a 

. masterpiece of tenderness, delicacy and humor.

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A Report 
On Smoking, 
Bronchitis 
By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


O you have bronchitis? One 
D was to find out, tested on 

several thousand surgical 
patients, is with the test cough. 
Cough vigorously. If it's a sin- 
gle, brief, dry and clear blast 
that wasn’t easily produced and 
didn’t continue, that is normal. 
No bronchitis. 

If your test cough started a 
paroxysm of coughing or the 
cough was loose or wet, that in- 
dicates bronchitis, according to 
Drs. Barnett A. Greene and 8. 
Berkowitz, Brooklyn, N.Y., an- 
esthesiologists. 

Their experience shows that 
whether or not a surgical pa- 
tient has respiratory ‘complica- 
tions during or after ànesthesia 
depends largely on whether he 
had bronchitis when he entered 
the operating room. Hence the 
test cough.

* * 

THOSE whose test cough in- 
dicated bronchitis before anes- 
thesia were most likely to have 
serious complications in the 
windpipe or lungs from the ad- 
ditional irritation of the anes- 
thetic. 

Drs. Green and Berkowitz be- 
came curious about the seem- 
ingly large number of patients 
who had test-cough evidence of 
bronchitis. They examined 4322 
patients coming to the operat- 
ing rooms of two general hos- 
pitals during the past three 
years. 


They had them test-cough 
and marked down the result. 
Then the patients were quizzed 
about their smoking habits, res- 
piratory infections, and other 
data from the history, physical 
and X-ray examinations. 

Their findings clearly show 
that inhaled tobacco smoke is 
the commonest cause of bron- 
chitis. Non-inhaled smoking in 
any amount did not itself cause 
bronchitis. 

* * * 

BRANDS OF CIGARETTES 
showed no significant difference 
in the cause of smoker's bron- 
chitis. The smoker of less than 
20 cigarettes (one pack) a day 
doesn't commonly develop bron- 
chitis, especially if he’s under 


one-package smoker 
usually and the two-package 
smoker almost always developed 
bronchitis, according to the 
studies of Drs. Green ‘and 
Berkowitz. 

They found that cigarette- 
smoking is from four to seven 
times more common than in- 
fection as a cause of pre-oper- 
ative bronchitis. Stopping cigar- 
ette-smoking for three or four 
weeks clears up the bronchitis 
of the one-pack-a-day smoker, 
regardless of how long its dura- 
tion. A longer period of absti- 
nence is needed for heavier 
smokers. 

„ „ ** 

HERE ARE the more detailed 
figures showing the relationship 
between inhaled smoking and 
bronchitis. Fewer than one out 
of 10 children, non-smoking 
adolescents and non-smoking 
adults showed bronchitis by the 
test cough. More than two-thirds 
of adult smokers showed bron- 
chitis by the test cough. Of those 
smoking less than one pack a 
a day, only one-third showed 
bronchitis. In those people 
smoking one pack or more a 
day, four out of five (80.2 per 
cent) showed bronchitis. 

Curiously matching this fig- 
ure, 79 per cent of the men 
who smoked used a pack or more 
a day.

PIPE AND CIGAR SMOKERS 
rarely inhale. Drs. Greene and 
Berkowitz report they do not 
show bronchitis except when 
there is another obvious cause. 
They did have three cigar “in- 
halers” who all had bronchitis. 

However, even the non-inhaler 
lets sufficient smoke pass the 
windpipe to aggravate coughing 
in the presence of active asthma 
or some other acute respiratory 
infection, such as pneumonia or 
a cold. 

Apparently the chief moral 
of the findings is that if you're 
going to have an operation with 
general anesthesia, stop inhal- 
ing tobacco smoke for a least 
a couple of weeks beforehand.

In choosing kitchen cutlery it 
is convenient to have several 
paring krilves, a long thin knife 
for slicing and a long broad 
knife for cutting. Of course, 
you will want to supplement 
these with a spatula, which is 
convenient for many purposes 
and which, of course, does not 
have a cutting edge. 


By the way, a magnetic knife 
holder on which knives should 
be placed as soon as they are 
washed will help to insure 
against loss of the small paring 
knives that seem to disappear.

“I only succeeded in running 
myself down, I ended up in a 
hospital,” he recalls. 

But once he started his actual 
career at Falmouth, he had little 
trouble in finding jobs to keep 
his bank account in good repair. 


“I often wish I had some nice 
solid ability like cabinet making 
or running a lunch counter to 
fall back on when the roles get 
scarce,” he smiled. I'm afraid 
I've failed there.” 

So far, the extra-curricular 
activity hasn't been an economic 
necessity. With his movie and 
stage roles in the winters, sup- 
plemented by summer stock, he 
is able to maintain an apart- 
ment in New York and a home 
in Beverly Hills. He is married 
and has a 10-year-old daughter. 

Like every other actor, he 
has had his quota of unsuccess- 
ful plays, including one pro- 
duced by the late David Belasco, 
That was “Blind Window,” and 
even the Belasco magic touch 
failed to lure it to Broadway. 

He also has had his share of 
the awkward moments which 
most actors at some time face 
on stage. The one he remembers 
most vividly and painfully was 
when he fell flat on his face 
in a show and the audience 
enjoyed it so much he kept it 
in, figuring that the laughs 
would help balance the bruises. 

“Fortunately for me,” he said, 
“the play only lasted six more 
days. I hardly lasted that long.“

True, the freakish nature of 
the South hand alone was not 
the only problem; there was 
also the point that some Wests 
opened up with one spade, 
which others passed, and in 
these latter cases, some Norths 
opened with one club, while 
others passed. 

The extreme duplication of 
values in the North-South 
hands the A-K-Q of spades op- 
posite a void—created a natural 
trap, and several pairs suc- 
cumbed in the sense of climb- 
ing to six-heart contracts. Need- 
less to say, they were not suc- 
cessful. West opened the ace of 


diamonds, and South had to 
play well to lose only one 
trump trick, 


Actually, six diamonds or six 
clubs could have been made by 
taking full advantage of the 
lucky diamond break, but no 
slam contract was justified. 


The three-no-trump contract 
reached at several tables was 
correct—but oddly enough, no 
declarer (North in these cases) 
made the maximum in the play. 
Against these contracts the 
opening lead by East was in- 
variably a spade, and at Trick 2 
every declarer led a diamond 
to dummy’s queen. After that, 
five-odd was the limit, 


In every case where North 
played at no-trump, West had 
overcalled in spades, and this 
bid clearly placed the diamond 
ace in the West hand. Conse- 
quently, it was strange indeed 
that no North made the proper 
play of a diamond to dummy’s 
nine, the only chance for four 
diamond tricks being that East 
had J-10-x.
